This holdout table breaksdowm easily. It could 

be carried by the travelling sharper in a carpetbag. The legs 
attach with wing-nuts. The table is covered with a "ribbed" 
material, which hides the openning through which the cards are 
concealed and removed. The mechanism is professionally made, 
these were advertized in many of the earliest gambling supply 
houses. There is a piece that the sharper inserts after he is 
seated. This piece is fitted in a slot under the table. By 
applying pressure with the knee, the sharper can have cards 

come up through the top of the table, and in front of his spread 
hand. Discards can be put in the thief, by lowering his kmee, 
the sharper allows the mechanism to take the discards inside.
